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LETTER FROM MONS. QUARANTOTTE TO THE 
RIGHT REVEREND DR. POEFNTER, V. A. 
[Translated from the Latin. } 
Most Iurnusrrious AND Most: Rev. Str, 
—_We have learnt with the utmost pleasure, 
that the law which was last year ‘proposed 
for thé emanctpation from penal státutes of 
the-Catholies of your most flourishing king. 
dom, and which was rejected by a very small 
majority of voters, is likely to be brought 
forward again in the Parliament of the’ pré. 
sent year. It it our earuest desere that this 
law, so much wished fer, may be passed some 
time or othef; and that the Catholics, who 
have always given egemplary proafs of their 
obedieitce and fidelits, may at length emerge 
from the most grievous yoke by which they 
arc still oppressed5 in order that, without 
any injury to property or liberty, they may 
more zealously apply themselves to those pir. 
suits which religion and the interest of their 
country may require of them, We may in- 
dutge the hope that this wilt be granted by a 
most benifcent King, and by &renvwned Naz 
tion, which, aa well in former, as in the prc- 


serit times, has acquired for itself such glory 


all over the world, for its equity, prudence, 
and other virtues. And whercas we have been 
informed that certain questions have been 
agitated among the Bishops, and that dif r. 
ences have arisen respecting the conditions 
which have been laid down to the Catholics, 
—we, who in the absertce of (he Supreme Pon. 
tif, preside over sacted missians, and possess 
all pontifical powers that rctate to (his ob. 
ject, have considered it a part of our func. 
tions to remove all ambiguity and difhculty
